FIRST DAY. 



Washington, Iowa, September 2d, 1886.

J. C. W. Coxe, F. W. Evans and J. W. Alderman were appointed a 
special committee to report resolutions on the assassination of Rev. G. 
C. Haddock, a former member of this Conference, and also to receive 
contributions for the widow, and for the fund to bring the murderers to 
justice.

The time of the session was tixed at from 8:30 a. m. to 12:00 M., the 
first thirty minutes to be occupied with devotional exercises. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed at the west side of the third 
window. 

A paper from the Boston University was referred to the committee 
on Education, as was also a communication from the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

A paper from the Board .of Managers of the Freed men’s Aid Society, 
apportioning $2,000.00 to this Conference, was referred to the committee 
on Freedmen’s Aid. 

A circular from the National Association of Local Preachers, was re- 
ferred to the committee on Post Offices. 

A communication from the Book Committee, apportioning $1,159 to 
this Conference, for the support of the Bishops, was referred to the Pre- 
siding Elders to be apportioned to the several districts. 

The New York Book Account was handed to the committee, W. E. 
Patterson. 
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A draft was ordered on the Chartered Fund for $30.00, and one on 
the Book Concern for $187.00 for the benefit of the Conference claim- 
ants.

R. B. Allender was appointed by the Bishop to conduct the devo- 
tional exercises in the morning. 

The doxology was sung and the Conference was dismissed with the 
benediction by Dr. Edwards. 



SECOND DAY. 



Friday, Sept. 3rd, 1880. 



The Conference convened at the appointed hour. The devotional 
exercises were conducted by R. B. Allender. 

Bishop Thomas Bowman in the chair. The minutes of yesterday’s 
session were read, corrected and approved. 

The following visiting brethren were introduced to the Conference: 
Revs. A. McMillen, of the Presbyterian Church; W. H. Manual, of the 

East Ohio Conference; Gray, of the Central Illinois Conference; 

John Hood, State Agent of the American Bible Society, and Dr. Cran- 
ston, of the Western Book Concern. 

J. Hood addressed the Conference briefly in the interest of the Bible 
Cause, and Dr. Cranston represented the interests of the Book Concern. 

A draft for $187 from the Book Concern, and $30 from the Chartered 
Fund, were handed to J. B. Hill, for the Stewards. 

Dr. Fry, of the Central Christian Advocate; J. W. Malone, of the 
African Methodist Episcopal Church; and M. Nelson, of Utah, were 
introduced to the Conference. 

F. W. Adams and C. V. Cowan were elected Statistical Secretaries, 
and C. V. Cowan was elected Railroad Secretary. 
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C. F. Williams was excused from attendance upon the Conference 
after to-day’s session. 

The 20tli Question, viz: ‘‘Was the character of each Preacher ex- 
amined?” was called. The character of D. Murphy and I. P. Teter was 
passed, and they reported their districts. 

The characters of the following Effective Elders were passed, and 
they reported their collections: R. A. Garni ne, C. V. Cowan, R. Weese, 
0, C. Shelton, I. N. Busby, J. G. Barton, J. W. Lambert, J. A. Boat- 
man. S. F. Bishop, T. E. Corkhill, T. B. Hughes, W. F. Cowles, E. J. 
Pike, W. A. Gibbens, A. Latimer, L. O. Housel, F. W. Evans, S. H. 
Thomas, J. B. Hill. J. B. Blakeney. The character of D. C. Bevan was 
passed.

Dr. Edwards, editor of the Northwestern Christian Advocate, ad- 
dressed the Conference briefly, relative to the interests under his care. 

Revs. M. C. Wilcox, of the Foochow Conference; and J. H. Elliott, 
of the United Presbyterian Church, were introduced to the Conference. 

The 19tli Question, viz: “Who are the Superannuated Preachers?” 
was resumed, and I. A. Bradrick was granted a Superannuated relation 
at his own request. 

The annual report of the Iowa Wesleyan University was presented. 
Pending the reading of the report the time of the session expired, and 
on motion the time was extended to finish the report. The report was 
referred to the Committee on Education. 

J. B. Hardy was appointed to conduct the devotional exercises in the 
morning. 

The Conference was adjourned by expiration of time; the usual 
announcements were made, after which the doxology was sung, and Dr. 
Fry pronounced the benediction. 
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THIRD DAY. 



Saturday, September 4th, 1886. 

The Conference convened at the appointed hour, with Bishop Bow- 
man in the chair. 

J. B. Hardy conducted the devotional exercises. The minutes of the 
former session were read and approved.

The 14th Question, viz: “What Traveling Deacons have been elected 
Elders?” was called, and the following persons were favorably reported 
upon, were represented, and elected to Elder’s Orders: John W. Lewis, 
Ambrose R. Miller, John W. Hackley, Winfield S. Gardner, Ralph L. 
Patterson, and James H. Armacost. 

The following visitors were introduced to the Conference: Dr. Reid, 
of the Missionary Society, Dr. Fairall of the Iowa Methodist, Rev. 
James Rogers of the Alabama Conference, and W. N. Danner, of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. 

The 5th Question, viz: “Who are admitted into Full Connection?” 

was called, and the following candidates were called to the bar of the 
Conference and addressed by the Bishop; David S. Dunlavy, James A. 
Ross, James A. Sinclair, John F. Barnett, C. L. Tennant, Winfield S. 
Kight, W. A. Black, W. N. Potter, George L. Cannom, and Charles W. 
Simmons. 

The candidates gave satisfactory answers to the Disciplinary ques- 
tions. They reported their collections, and after being properly repre- 
sented, and reported upon, were admitted. They were all elected to 
Deacon’s Orders except D. S. Dunlavy, J. T. Bennett, Charles W. Sim- 
mons, and W. A. Black, who are already Deacons. 

E. P. Childs was discontinued. 

The 10th Question, viz: “What Local Preachers have been elected 
Deacons?” was called, and James Clulow, recommended by the Oska- 
loosa District Conference, and Simon P. Soudan, recommended by the 
Ottumwa District Conference, were elected to Deacon’s Orders. 

Dr. Fry addressed the Conference in the interest of the Central 
Christian Advocate.

Rev. M. Nelson, Scandinavian Missionary in Utah, addressed the 
Conference in the interest of the the work in that section of the coun- 
try. On motion the time was extended in order that he might finish 
his address. A collection was taken, amounting to §44.55, for the bene- 
fit of the work there. 

The report of Geo. Haw, the Conference Treasurer, was received, 
and the Stewards were instructed to distribute the accrued interest, 
(16.00,) among the Conference Claimants. 

H. C. Millice was appointed to solicit subscriptions for the “Gospel 
in All Lands,” and other Missionary publications. Copies of these 
publications were referred to the committee on periodicals. 

The usual announcements were made, and the Bishop appointed J. 
Gassner to conduct the devotional services on Monday morning. 

The Doxology was sung, and the Conference was. dismissed with the 
Benediction by Dr. Reid. 



FOURTH DAY. 



Monday, September 6th, 1886, 

The Conference convened at the appointed hour, Bishop Bowman 
in the chair. The opening devotional exercises were led by Joseph 
Gassner. 

The minutes of Saturday’s session were read and approved. 

The 18tli Question, viz: “Who are the Supernumerary Preachers?” 
was called, and W. C. Shippen, W J. Spaulding, and B. Mark were 
continued in the Supernumerary relation. 

The 20th Question was called, viz: “Was the character of each 
Preacher examined?” and the characters of W. N. Hall, J. L. King and 
F. W. Adams were passed. 

The Auditing Committee presented a report showing that §8.00 was 
due the Secretary, and C. R. Norton and U. B. Smith were appointed a 
committee to raise the sum. The collection raised amounted to §12.24, 

The 13th Question, viz: “Who are the Traveling Deacons of the 
Second Class?” was called, and G. W. Younkin, R. S. Wilson, George 
W. Barber, J. W. Hackley and H. V. Tull were advanced to the Second 
Class of Traveling Deacons. 

The 3rd Question, viz: “Who remain on Trial?” was called, and the 
following were continued: Frank W. Otto, Elliott E. Doud, Henry C. 
Millice, James Clulow, Simon P. Souden, Roswell L. Rose, Joseph W. 
Fraker. 
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Robert A. Allison, and Mathew S. Stryker, were continued 
with the understanding that they are to be examined on this year’s 
course of study at the next session of the Conference. Eldredge I). Kil- 
bourn was discontinued. 

The following certificates were filed by the Bishop: Of the ordination 
as Deacons of Janies A. Ross, James A. Sinclair, Chas. L. Tennant, 
Winfield S. Kight, W. N. Potter, Geo. T. Caunom, James Clulow, and 
Simon P. Soudan. Also of ordination as Elders of John W. Lewis, 
Ambrose R. Miller, John W. Hackley, Winfield S. Gardner, Ralph L. k 
Patterson, and James II. Armacost. 

The 22d Question, viz: “Who are admitted on Trial?” was called, 
and the following candidates, Charles W. Powelson and Peter C. Hogle, 
recommended from the Keokuk District Conference; Levi D. Johnson, 
reccommended by the Muscatine Quarterly Conference; Garry P. Van 
Wye, recommended by the Oskaloosa District Conference, and Lathan 
Ingham, and Charles E. Corkhill, recommended by the Ottumwa Quar- 
terly Conference, were admitted on trial. 

W. N. Groom. M. See, I. N. Busby and I). C. Be van, were granted 
Supernumerary relations at their own request. 

Invitations were received from Muscatine and Newton for the next 
session of the Conference, and Newton was selected as the place for 
holding the next Conference. 

The 7th Question, viz: “Who are received on Credentials from other 
Churches?” was called, and the credentials of Frances Asbury Piper, an 
Elder from the Wesleyan Methodist Connection of America, were ac- 
cepted, and he was admitted to full connection in this Conference. 

The report of the Visitors to the Iowa Wesleyan University was 
presented, read and accepted. 

The case of N. Wells was called up by the Stewards, who asked for 
instruction as to whether he w as to be classed among the Conference 
claimants, and they were instructed to place his name on the list of 
claimants. 

Dr. Reid addressed the Conference in the interest of our missionary 
work. 

Vouchers were filed by the Treasurer of the Conference Missionary 
Society for $8,607. 

Dr. Hartsell, of the Freedrnen’s Aid Society, was introduced, and 
addressed the Conference in the interest of that w r ork. 

The report of the Committee on Education was read and adopted. 

The report of the Secretary of the Bluff Park Association was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Education. 

A motion prevailed to proceed to the election of Trustees of the Iowa 
Wesleyan University. 
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The Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of the Conference for 
Thos. E. Corkhill, F. M. Gregg and E. L. Penn. 

The Bishop appointed W. F. Cowles and J. W. Alderman as tellers. 

A vote was taken and the tellers retired to count the ballots. 

Vouchers for $200.45, Sunday School Union Funds, were placed on 
tile. 

The report of the Committee on the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society was read and adopted. 

On motion the time was extended. 

The report of the Committee on the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society was read and adopted. 

The report of the committee in the case of J. W. Robinson was read 
and adopted. A motion that his character be passed was lost. 

The Bishop appointed T. E. Corkhill to conduct the devotional exer- 
cises at the opening of the session in the morning. 

The doxology was sung, after which the Conference was dismissed 
with the benediction by Dr. Hartsell. 



FIFTH DAY, 



Tuesday, September 7th, 1886. 

The Conference met at the appointed time, with the Bishop in the 
chair. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

The case of J. W. Robinson was called. 

Banner Mark addressed the following interrogatory to the President: 
“Can the Conference legally arrest the character of one of its members 
who may be guilty of imprudence, unless the Disciplinary steps have 
been taken?” To this the Bishop made the following answer: “No. 
But in this case I understand the Disciplinary steps were taken.” 

Banner Mark then offered the following interrogatory: ‘‘When the 
Conference finds that one of its members is guilty of imprudence, and 
adopts such a report, does not that pass his character?” The Bishop 
answered: “I think not.” 

The vote by which the report of the committee was adopted, yester- 
day, was reconsidered. The report was then amended by the following 
additional paragraph: 

“That the Brother be reprimanded by the Chair ; that his character 
pass, and that he be granted a location at his own request.” 
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The Bishop briefly addressed J. W. Robinson, enforcing the state- 
ments contained in the report of the committee. 

A telegram from the Cincinnati Conference, Regarding the assassina- 
tion of G. C. Haddock, was referred to the special committee on that 
subject. 

The committee to receive Educational funds was instructed to send 
Children’s Day funds in their hands to Dr. Kidder, and to file their re. 
ceipts for the same with the Secretary of the Conference. 

Vouchers for $709.45 Freedman’s Aid Society funds, and $555.81 
Church Extension Society funds, were put on file. 

The Rev. W. J. Martindale, of the Missouri Conference, was intro- 
duced. 

The following reports were adopted: “State of the Church; State of 
the Country; Trustees of the Bluff" Park Association; Committee on 
Bluff" Park; Tract Cause; Temperance; Church Extension; Periodicals; 
On the Haddock Assassination; Conference Missionary Society; Gene- 
ral Conference Expenses; Freedman’s Aid Society; American Bible 
Society; Sabbath; Tobacco; Visitors to Garret Biblical Institute; Con- 
ference Educational Society; On Reporting Conference Collections.” 

The Steward’s report was adopted and the funds were distributed. 

The Committee on Publication of Conference Minutes made their 
report, which was adopted, and a vote of thanks was tendered the com- 
mittee. 

C. L. Stafford was appointed the committee on publication of min- 
utes for this year, and he was instructed to publish 2,000, to be distrib- 
uted on last year’s plan, and the preachers to pay for the same within 
thirty days of the adjournment of Conference. 

i- 

The committee on Episcopal Funds filed receipts for $907.12, and was 
instructed to forward $80.30 cash in their hands to the Book Concern, 
and deposit the receipt for the same, w'hen received, with the Secretary 
of the Conference. 

A motion prevailed that when we adjourn it be to meet at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon, and that the Memorial service be held in connection 
with the afternoon session. 

Trustees of the Conference, Triers of Appeals, Committees of Exam- 
ination, and other nominations of the Cabinet, were received and 
adopted, with the recommendation that the several claims be divided 
equally among the districts. 

A voucher for $282.12 Educational funds was placed on file. 

The committee on Post Offices reported lists of Local Preachers for 
Burlington, Keokuk, Oskaloosa and Ottumwa districts. 
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The report of the committee on the Solemnization of Marriage by 
Unordained Ministers, was amended by the addition of the following 
and then adopted: 

Resolved , That the General Conference be memorialized to authorize 
all unordained preachers in charge, to solemnize the marriage rite. 

M. Bamford asked to be excused from further attendance upon the 
Conference, and resigned his position as Trustee of the Iowa Wesleyan 
University. He was excused, and his resignation as Trustee was ac- 
cepted. 

The tellers reported the following Trustees of the Iowa Wesleyan 
University elected: Geo. Haw, G. N. Power, I. O. Kemble. 

A ballot was ordered for a Trustee of the University in the place of 
M. Bamford, resigned. A ballot was taken and the tellers withdrew to 
canvas the vote. 

The testimony in the case of J. W. Robinson was placed on file. 

The tellers announced the election of C. L. Stafford as Trustee of the 
Iowa Wesleyan University. 

The committee to receive General Conference Expense Funds filed 
receipts for $81.75, and was instructed to forward $5.00 cash in their 
hands to Cranston & Stone, and deposit the receipt for the same with 
the Secretary of the Conference. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

“Whereas, converted young men are relatively few; and Whereas, 
the Young Men’s Christian Association is an arm of the Church 
reached out for the salvation of young men, and an instrumentality 
greatly honored of God in keeping them from courses of evil, and in 
saving them with the power of an endless life, and Whereas, the 
National Association has arranged for the observance of the week com- 
mencing with the 2nd Sabbath in November as a week of special prayer 
for the young men of our country, and desire that ministers of the Gos- 
pel, as the leaders of the Church, will recognize and encourage this 
special effort for a most important cause; therefore. 

Resolved, that we deem it eminently fitting and desirable that the 
members of this Conference shall, where practicable, lend encourage- 
ment to this effort by preaching to young men on the Sabbath so set 
apart, and by presenting the importance and the advantages of work 
for young men, and recognizing the State committee of the Association 
of Iowa as a prominent factor engaged in the w T ork for young men, we 
hereby request their co-operation, and to this end ask that they furnish 
such data as may be at their command, concerning this work for young 
men.” 

On motion the time was extended to complete the work at hand. 

C. W. Shepard was elected Treasurer to receive the collections at the 
next Conference and J. E. Corley assistant. 
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The following resolutions were adopted; 

Resolved , That the thanks of the Conference are hereby tendered 
the several Railroad Companies which have granted the courtesy of re- 
duced rates to the Conference and its visitors: vizi" the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific, the Burlington & Northwestern, the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy, the Burlington & Western, and the Central Iowa. 

Resolved , That the committee to receive contributions for the Had- 
dock fund, be requested to also solicit offerings for a suitable monument 
if our co-operation is desired in such good work. 

Resolved, That the Christian character of our brethren, Revs. M. 
Bamford, R. A. Carnine and J. W. Wright, and their earnest devotion 
to the work of the Master during the years of their connection with the 
Iowa Conference, and their uniform courtesy in their association with 
the brethren, have greatly endeared them to us, and that we greatly re- 
gret that they feel drawn to change their Conference relations to an- 
other Conference. We desire hereby to assure them of our highest 
esteem and brotherly love, and that we would be glad to welcome their 
return to us at any time in the future. John Haynes

The report of the Treasurer of the Conference Missionary Society 
was read and adopted. 

The Statistical Reports were read and adopted. 
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The following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved , That our sincere thanks are extended to the people of 
Washington for their kind hospitality during our stay among them, 
and we pray that our Heavenly Father will reward them. 

Resolved , That we desire to express our gratification at the pleasant 
manner in which our wants have been supplied by Rev. I. O. Kemble 
and the laymen of his charge who have aided him. 

Resolved , That we have been/ gratified and greatly profited with the 
visit of Bishop Bowman to our Conference, and desire to express our 
appreciation of his tender and Christian bearing, his wise counsels and 
services rendered in the Chair, and in the ministry of the Word, and 
we humbly pray that he may long be spared to the Church, and have 
as in the- past abundant fruit. 

The agent for publishing the Conference minutes was instructed to 
print the three Statistical tables on the plan of hist year. 

The Secretary of the Conference was instructed to convey to Brother 
S. Houston, a layman of Kosta, the thanks of the Conference for his 
gift of $9,000 to the Freedmen’s Aid Society. 

A collection was ordered to meet our share of the $1,000 offered as a 
reward from the Methodists of Iowa, for the detection of the murderers 
of Rev. G. C. Haddock. F. R. Holcomb, J. L. King, W. R. Stryker, 
A. V. Kendrick, J. W. Hackley and S. S. Martin were appointed a 
committee to take the collection. The committee reported the collection 
in cash and subscription amounting to $81.36. It was ordered that the 
subscription be paid to J. W. Alderman. — (See report K — 2.) 

The pastor at Newton and the presiding elder were appointed a com- 
mittee on railroad accommodations for the next Conference. 

The report of the Committee on Memoirs, containing the memoirs of 
Joseph McDowell, T. M. Kirkpatrick and Mrs. Bell Swain, was read 
and adopted. The committee on publishing the minutes was instructed 
to procure and print a memoir of Mrs. I. N. Busby. Remarks were 
made by several members of the Conference relative to the departed, 
and the audience joined several times in the singing of appropriate 
hymns. 

A motion prevailed that after the minutes are read and approved, 
and the appointments announced, the Conference shall stand adjourned 
without date. 

The sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was celebrated and participated 
in by the Conference and many members of the congregation. After 
the Sacrament, the Bishop led in prayer, and after a brief address to 
the Conference he read the appointments for the coming year. 

The doxology was sung and the Bishop dismissed the Conference 
with the benediction.

C — CAMP MEETING ASSOCIATION. 

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSISSIPPI RAPIDS BLUFF PARK 

ASSOCIATION. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Iowa Annual Conference , held at 

Washington, Sept. 2, A. Z>., 1886: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren:— I have, in the good providence 
of God, the honor of laying before your venerable body this third an- 
nual report of acts and doings of the Association, and the condition of 
the interests committed to its care. 

At our last report the Association held by warranty deed about fifty 
acres of land, on which was held a mortgage for one thousand dollars. 
There were also some other debts against the Association of smaller 
sums, but at this time there is no incumbrance on the land, the mort- 
gage having been cancelled, and also the floating debt greatly dimin- 
ished. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

During the past season much has been done by way of trimming the 
trees, and clearing off the brush, repairing roads, building stairways, 
&c., &e., and in many other ways adding to the convenience and beauty 
of the grounds. 

Many of the lot owners have erected neat and elegant cottages on the 
grounds, so that the place is becoming day by day more and more at- 
tractive and desirable. 
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WATER SUPPLY. 

While there has been no real scarcity of water, yet there has been an 
earnest desire on the part of all to have a better supply of water not only 
for drinking purposes, but also as a sanitary measure for cleansing the 
grounds. Therefore the Trustees have decided to sink an artesian well 
which will cost, perhaps, about three thousand dollars. These grounds 
being the property of the Iowa Annual Conference it is proper and right 
that the Conference should take sufficient interest in it to assist in secur- 
ing whatever means shall be neccessary for the carrying out of this 
purpose. 

A HEALTH RESORT. 

The Board of Trustees were very much surprised by the developments 
of the past season. First, as to the numbers that came upon the grounds 
to remain for the season ; and second, as to the effect upon their health. 
Several persons seriously afflicted with asthma found, after a few days 
stay there, that they were entirely relieved of their ailment. Also, per- 
sons afflicted with neuralgiac and rheumatic affections experienced 
similar relief, and returned to their homes in better health than they 
had enjoyed for years. 

MEETINGS. 

The series of meetings held during the past season were times of real 
refreshing, especially those devoted to the Sunday School work and the 
Camp Meeting proper. 

Under the able management of Dr. Cox the Sabbath School exercises 
were more than a success, and the result I have no doubt will be felt for 
many years to come. 

Arrangements had been made a year ago with Rev. Thomas Harrison 
to be present and conduct the Camp Meeting, but in this we were dis- 
appointed. He failed to come or even to notify us of not being able to 
come, but we afterward learned that his health had failed and he re- 
turned home. Yet the Lord was with us in power, and our Camp Meet- 
ing was a time of refreshing from the presence of the Lord. 

The Trustees would desire that this Conference give expression as to 
whether they desire to establish a permanent Sunday School Assembly 
at Bluff Park, as is much desired by the Board of Trustees. The Board 
also ask that the Conference order that the number of Trustees be in- 
creased to sixteen — the additional four members to be appointed by the 
Missouri, Illinois, Central Illinois and Des Moines Conferences,' one 
member from each of those Conferences.

F— STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 



Your Committee on the State of the Country would offer the follow- 
ing: 

1st. We rejoice in the fact that our country is at peace with the na- 
tions of the world, and notwithstanding the* drouth has cut short the 
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crops in some localities, still we are abundantly supplied with the neces- 
saries of life, and the country is in a fair state of commercial prosperity. 

2d. We are gratified with the progress of education throughout the 
nation, especially with the increasing interest taken by the churches in 
the elevation of that long oppressed race, the Freedmen, and thereby 
fitting them up to enjoy their full rights and privileges as American 
citizens. 

3d. While we are gratified at the rapid increase and prosperity of our 
country in wealth and population, we cannot look without fearful appre- 
hension upon the boldness of crime and the spirit of disregard of and i 
disobedience to law, and especially of mobs, anarchism and assassination. 
But the peril increases when the mass of the people become indifferent 
to the enforcement of law, and political organizations give their influ- 
ence in favor of resistance to the law, and worst of all, when courts of 
justice, which are ordained to enforce the law, violate their patriotism, 
honor and oath of office to shield the guilty from punishment and there- 
by encourage the worst of men to prey upon the lives, liberty and prop- 
erty of the citizens, and thus making it necessary for the people to arrest 
and punish these criminals outside of the regular courts, which is a state 
but little short of civil war. 

4th. The murder and pillage of Chinese by men of the vilest charac- 
ter both native and naturalized, and their being upheld and encouraged 
by leading politicians of both the great parties, and not punished by the 
government, is calculated to stir up the indignation of the Chinese at 
home to retaliation on our mission property and the murder of our Mis- 
sionaries in China; and already the tidings come flashing along the 
wires that the destruction has commenced and the blood of our Mission- 
aries is being poured out and is crying to Heaven for vengeance, not 
against the heathen Chinese, but against this Christian nation for 
its unrighteous conduct in provoking these misguided men to avenge the 
blood of their kindred; ana where is the Christian that will lift his hand 
to Heaven and pray for vengeance on these heathen Chinese while the 
blood of their brothers is unavenged in this Christian land? But what 
is the remedy ? 

(1) Let all Christians pray for our country and that God would lead 
us to repentance for all our national sins; 

(2) Let all Christians and patriots give attention to the primary meet- 
ings and unite to send only good men to conventions, and see that right- 
eous men are nominated and elected; 

(3) Let capable, honest business men be willing to serve as jurors, 
and not leave the juries to be made up of idlers that hang about the 
counters or saloons waiting for a job and perhaps a bribe; 

(4) Let every citizen feel that it is his duty to aid in enforcing the 
law, and to see that magistrates and peace officers do their duty; 

(5) Let all preachers faithfully instruct the people in these great 
truths, and warn them that national sins unrepented and unforgiven 
will as surely bring national destruction as individual sins unrepented 
and unforgiven will bring ruin to the soul, and it would be well for us 
to read the fate of Israel and Judah, in sacred history, and the cause that 
led to their destruction, as well as that of Ninevah, Babylon and Tyre 
in profane history, and that our country will be no exception to them if 
we refuse to break off our sins by righteousness and our iniquities by 

turning to God. w F C owles, Chairman.

We recommend a revival of 7 the Wesleyan spirit that recognizes the 
“world as our parish ;” that local ambitions may be forgotten in an in- 

I I tense desire for the greater good of the masses, and that this desire may 

be manifested in a marked increase of all our benevolent collections. 

We recommend that the attention of our members be habitually 
called to the great importance of increased and regular attendance upon 
the prayer and class meetings, and also suggest that some methods be 
adopted that will secure a larger attendance of the children upon the 
preaching of the Word. 

We most affectionately admonish our people against dancing, theater 
going and Sunday visiting, considering that these things have a tend- 
ency toward worldliness and a final loss of piety. 

We congratulate the Church that in our bounds and abroad we have 
had large ingatherings the past year, and that in the general Church, re- 
vivals have been so prevalent that over one hundred thousand souls 
have been converted at our altars since our last session. 

In conclusion we exhort the Church to provide liberally for the com- 
fort of the Pastors and the worn out preachers of the Church, and pray 
■ that the blessing of God may abide on us as in the past.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE IOWA CONFERENCE. 



3. Proposed Plan for Raising Money for the Iowa Wes- 
leyan University. — A copy of the resolutions adopted by the Board 
of Trustees of the Iowa Wesleyan University at its recent session, set- 
ting forth a plan for raising one hundred thousand dollars for the Uni- 
versity, was submitted to the committee, and we heartily recommend 
their adoption by the Conference. In order that these resolutions may 
have permanent record in and distribution through the Conference 
Minutes, we adopt them, with our approval, as a part of our report. 
The following are the resolutions : 

Report and Resolutions Unanimously Adopted by the Board of Trustees 

of the Iowa Wesleyan University at the Annual Meeting held June \ 

14 th, 1886: 

The Committee recommend that the Trustees proceed to raise, by do- 
nations, an additional $100,000.00, of which $50,000.00 shall be applied to 
increase the General Permanent Endowment Fund, $40,000.00 for the 
erection of additional University Buildings, and $10,000.00 for Current 
Expenses and Liabilities ; endowers having the privilege of indicating 
at the time of subscription to which of said purposes their several dona- 
tions shall be applied, and when no such indication shall be made by 
the donors, such donation shall be applied as the Board of Trustees may 
direct ; provided, that subscriptions for current expenses and liabilities 
shall become due and collectible when the whole ten thousand dollars 
shall be subscribed ; and those for additional University Buildings when 
twenty thousand dollars thereof shall be subscribed! and those for Per- 
manent Endowment when twenty-five thousand dollars thereof shall 
be subscribed. 

To carry into effect the foregoing proposition, the committee recom- 
mend that the President of the University be instructed to spend such 
portion of his time during each college year in said work as shall meet 
with the approval of the Executive Committee and as far as may be 
consistent with his health and personal supervision of the University. 

For the purpose of aiding to meet the current expenses and liabili- 
ties during the current year, your committee recommend that the sev- 
eral members of the Iowa Annual Conference be requested to make a 
special effort to increase the annual educational collections in their re- 
spective charges, during the early part of the next college year, so as to 
reach in the aggregate at least two thousand dollars, to be divided 
equally among the six districts and be distributed on the basis of the 
Presiding Elder’s claim; and that they be earnestly requested to aid 
the President of the University in all proper methods in their respect- 
ive charges in the execution of the hereinbefore mentioned financial 
work. 

On motion, President McFarland and Hon. James Harlan were ie- 
quested to prepare and transmit to each Pastor in the Conference ar 
address, setting forth the financial plan adopted by the Board, and tmi 
the Pastors be requested to secure the publication of the same in tne 
newspapers published in their respective charges. 

Resolved , That the women of the Methodist Church, residing within 
the bounds of the Iowa Annual Conference, are hereby earnestly re- 
quested to aid in raising one hundred thousand dollars, contemplated 
in the report of the Finance Committee adopted by this Board. 

If these several sums shall be furnished with reasonable promptness 
the Trustees believe it will lay the foundation for the enduring pros- 
perity and usefulness of the University, as its consumation will un- 
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doubtedly induce generous men and women of ample means to make 
donations and bequests thence afterwards on a liberal scale to meet its 
future needs, being thus assured that their benevolent gifts will result 
in permanent benefit to mankind. The Trustees thus justify them- 
selves in asking at the present time for only one hundred thousand 
dollars for purposes of such vast consequences to the present and com- 
ing generations; a sum which, if equitably distributed among the 
members and friends of the Methodist Church in the Iowa Annual 
Conference, can be donated with but a small fraction of the inconven- 
ience borne by their fathers and mothers thirty years ago in raising the 
twenty odd thousand dollars for the erection of the principal Univer- 
sity building, and the first ten thousand dollars put into the endow- 
ment fund, not to mention their subsequent contributions from year to 
year for current expenses. The Trustees do not believe that the present 
generation is composed of “degenerate sons of noble sires,” who would 
hesitate, out of their abundance, to consummate with liberal hands, 
what their fathers so generously commenced, when comparatively in- 
digent, looking forward only to that recompense of reward Divinely' 
promised to those who do their whole duty. But they ask now for only' 
one hundred thousand dollars, because only' that sum is now needed, 
and not because it is up to the full measure of the ability or generous 
disposition of those from whom this beneficence is expected. 

It will be seen from a perusal of the appended plan, that its execu- 
tion is confided to the individual members of the Iowa Annual Confer- 
ence in their respective ministerial fields of labor, aided, as far as may 
be practicable, by the President of the University, and without the 
assistance of a special soliciting agent. The declination of the Board 
of Trustees to ask the Conference to designate such an agent was not 
suggested by the undersigned nor by the lay members. The under- 
signed and the laymen present, thinking that the Pastors had enough 
other regular ministerial and benevolent work to fully occupy^ their 
heads and hearts and hands, were inclined to insist on the appointment 
of such agent for this special labor, but they were overborne by what 
probably w’as the superior wisdom of ministerial members, whose judg- 
ment on this point was undoubtedly the outgrowth of their own exper- 
ience, and their faith in the ability, disposition and zeal in every good 
work of their ministerial brethren, and their frugal desire to save an 
agent’s salary, so that every dollar donated should be applied to the 
purpose intended having the fullest confidence that the regular pastors 
would, acting in concert with the President, willingly and cheerfully 
so present the subject to their several congregations as to crown it with 



so present the subject to their several congregations as to crown it with 
speedy success. In this decision the laymen cheerfully acquiesced. 
Hence the request for this service at your hands may be properly treated 
as the official expression of the unanimous wish of the Board of Trustees. 

And the undersigned, in behalf of the Trustees, respectfully suggest 
that the several Pastors should not delay the commencement of this 
work for the personal appearance of the President of the University 
among their parishioners. His time will be necessarily absorbed largely' 
by his regular work at the University. He will be unable to devote 
more than two or three days each week to outside duties, and conse- 
quently cannot in the course of the whole year reach one-half of the 
congregations within the bounds of the Conference. It is, therefore, 
hoped that each Pastor will, as soon as practicable, confer with his Pre- 
siding Elder on this subject and at once adopt such methods as may be 
thus devised for the immediate and effective prosecution of this work. 
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In the consideration of methods, the several Pastors will no doubt 
notice that the Trustees have appealed to the ladies for their assistance. 
In view of their known practical ability and ever generous disposition 
to aid in every benevolent enterprise, this appeal seems eminently pro- 
per, and especially so in aid of the Iowa Wesleyan University — it hav- 
ing been the first educational institution of its grade, except Western 
Reserve College in Ohio, to open its doors in all of its departments, for 
the admission of young ladies on an equal footing with young gentle- 
men to all its privileges and advantages, a policy, the wisdom of which 
the young ladies thus admitted have, by their own good conduct, refin- 
ing influence and equal success with their brothers in the mastery of 
all the studies embraced in a full College course so amply demonstrated. 
The University which thus lead in breaking down what is now almost 
universally admitted to have been an unreasonable prejudice against 
the purest and best portion of God’s creation — a prejudice the out- 
growth of the barbarism of the dark ages, now appeals to the class of 
persons whose character and capacity have been thus properly recog- 
nized, for their earnest and effective assistance. The Trustees do not 
think this appeal will be made in vain. But in this, as in every good 
work, the ladies will no doubt expect and desire the counsel, advice 
and support of their respective Pastors. The Trustees, in their behalf, 
respectfully solicit this countenance and aid. 

Dear brethren, will you now promptly use the talents and influence 
which God has bountifully bestowed on you, to secure the proper 
growth, the enduring prosperity and increased usefulness of the Uni- 
versity bequeathed to you by your Fathers in the Ministry, nearly all 
of whom are now reaping their reward in celestial homes prepared for 
the saints.

With regard to the matter of these resolutions we would recommend 
the following action by the Conference : 

1. The Iowa Annual Conference most heartily endorses the recom- 
mendations and plan for raising and applying an additional One Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars, for the enlargement and strengthening of the 
Iowa Wesleyan University, proposed by its Board of Trustees at its last 
session. We are gratified that this earnest effort is to be made to do for 
our University what the demands of its work so imperatively require; 
and we feel that, by the hearty sympathy and co-operation of the Con- 
ference, what is proposed can be speedily accomplished. We pledge 
ourselves to such labor and sacrifice in this enterprise as its importance 
and greatness merit, and its success may seem to require. 

2. In order the more effectually to carry out the plan proposed by 
the Trustees, we make the following particular recommendations: 

(1) That, according to the suggestion of the Trustees, we seek to in- 
crease our educational collections for the University to an aggregate of 
not less that Two Thousand Dollars; with the understanding that 
whatever, if any’, of the amount so realized not required for the current 
expenses of the University shall be applied to the payment of the ex- 
isting debt. That the Presiding Elders, before the adjournment of this 
session of the Conference, be requested to apportion this amount of Two 
Thousand Dollars, on such basis as they may’ agree upon as equitable 
to the several districts; and the Presiding Elders of the respective dis- 
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tricts be requested to make the apportionment to the various pastoral 
charges on the basis of the apportionments for the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society; and that each pastor stand personally pledged to raise in his 
charge the amount so apportioned. 

(2) That we recommend that aside from the payment of the exist- 
ing liabilities of the University, the securing of funds for the erection 
of additional College buildings be made the object first to be accom- 
plished. 

(3) That we pledge to President McFarland our cordial and earnest 
co-operation in whatever plans he may adopt for carrying forward this 
most important work. 

4. Increase of Students at the University. We are exceed- 
ingly gratified at the increased attendance of students at the Univer- 
sity during the past two years, and on account of the prospect for a still 
larger increase at the opening of the coming year. We earnestly re- 
commend that the pastors, in addition to labors for the direct financial 
interests of the University, will seek constantly to turn to its halls 
young men and women who desire an education.’ , 

2. IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY— REPORT OF SECRETARY. 

To the Bishop) and Members of the Iowa Annual Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren:— Through the kind providence of 
our bather in Heaven, I have the honor of laying before your venera- 
ble body this, the Thirty-Second Annual Report of the Iowa Wesleyan 
University, for the year ending June 16. 1886. And in so doing it is 
most fitting that we recognize with devout thanksgiving, the goodness 
and mercy of God which has always been extended toward this first- 
born of literary institutions west of the great father of waters. 

Under the prudent management of its President, Rev. Dr. McFar- 
land, the school has had another year of peace and prosperity. Both 
teachers and scholars have worked vigorously throughout the year, 
maintaining the spirit of unity in the bonds of peace. 

But while there has been peace, harmony and general good health 
in the school, it becomes our painful duty to record the death of one of 
our most efficient and highly esteemed laborers, John T. Dickinson, 
Professor of Mathematics. For the greater part of the past year he 
was a constant sufferer, his malady steadily increasing until April 26, 
when he passed away from the sorrows and afflictions of life to the 
rest that remains to the people of God. 

The Board of Trustees, which met on the 14th of June, adopted the 
following minute in regard to Prof. Dickinson: 

“John T. Dickinson, Professor of Mathematics in the Iowa Wes- 
cyan University, departed this life April 26, 1886. While feeling keen- 
ly our great loss, we would bo\y in submission to that Providence 
which is too wise to err and too good to be unkind. We therefore take 
pleasure in recording our high appreciation of Prof. Dickinson as a 
man, a Christian and a teacher. We adopt the following kind note of 
him, taken from the Iowa Wesleyan: 

‘“A great and good man has fallen. A noble spirit, beautiful in its 
strength, Christ-like in its simplicity, has gone out from among us. 
As one sustained and soothed by an unfaltering trust approaches life’s 
close, so this man came to the end of life’s passage and quietly yielded

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up his spirit to God who save it Henceforth his place at home and 
in the world is vacant. The active life of unselfish aims and generous 
ways of this teacher, father, friend, becomes a fragrant memory, and 
the influence of whose kind, gentle and loving spirit will be as a bene- 
diction to all who knew him. We extend to his wife and children our 
tend erest sympathy in this sad hour of their bereavement, and earn- 
estly pray that the all-abounding grace of God may supply all their 
needs.’ ” 

To fill the place made vacant by the death of Prof. Dickinson, the 
Board elected Prof. Gus. Walters, and also made him principal of the 
Normal Department. They also elected Prof. Ira M. DeLong to the ^ 
chair of Latin, and also made him Principal of the Preparatory De- 
partment. 

The number of students in actual attendance last year was 291. 

The graduating class numbered 11. 

The number receiving honorary degrees were as follows: Bishop 
S. M. Merrill, LL. D., Rev. H. H. O’Neal, D. D. 

Before submitting the financial exhibit, your Secretary would beg 
leave to represent that several years ago the St. Louis German Confer- 
ence, by its duly appointed and authorized agents, proposed to the 
Trustees of the I. W. U. that if the said University would convey to 
the said Germans a certain amount of land and erect thereon a build- 
ing of certain size, and would place in their hands promissory notes as 
endowments amounting to Twenty Thousand Dollars, then in that 
case they, the St. Louis German Conference, would transfer their 
School or College from the town of Warrenton, Missouri, to the town 
of Mt. Pleasant, Iowa. In compliance with this proposition, the 
Trustees of the I. W. U. conveyed a certain tract of land, containing 
about five acres, and erected thereon a brick building of good size, and 
deposited among other endowment assets their own note as Trustees, 
and for some time paid the interest on the same, and while the Trus- 
tees of the Mt. Pleasant German College still hold the grounds, build- 
ings, and note of the Trustees of the I. W. U., we are not informed 
that the St. Louis German Conference has ever attempted to make the 
transfer of their school as was at first agreed upon. But your Secre- 
tary is now informed by one of the committee appointed originally by 
the said German Conference, and authorized to submit said proposi- 
tion, and who is also now a Trustee of the German College in Mt. 
Pleasant, that the promised transfer cannot now be made. Although 
it would seem from the present state of affairs that everything under 
this contract was forfeited, and the lands, buildings and endowments 
given by the I. W. U. could be recovered back to the University, yet it 
would not perhaps be best to insist on that, as the German College in 
Mt. Pleasant is an institution belonging to and under the control of 
the same church with the I. W. U. And although not what was 
promised, and not what was expected when the lands, notes, &e. were 
given, yet it is doing a good work, and w’hile it would be very unjust 
on the part of our German brethren, in view of their inability to meet 
their part of the contract, to ask the payment of the note of the I. >' • 

U. Trustees, it might also not be best for the I. W. U. to take back the 
grounds and buildings, &c., donated to the Germans in view of the 
promised transfer of their school or College at Warrenton, but com- 
mon justice would demand that the note referred to should at once be 
surrendered to the parties who gave it. 

According to the requirements of the Charter of our institution, 
the term of office of one class of Trustees expires with this date, ana 
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whose places it will become your duty to fill. The persons composing 
said class are as follows: G. N. Power, I. O. Kemble, E. L. Penn, M. 
M. Walden, Geo. Haw. T. E. Corkhill.

I— FREEDMEN’S AID. 



REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FREEDMEN’S AID. 

The work of the Freedmen’s Aid Society is among both white and 
colored people in the South, and is steadily growing both in import- 
ance and magnitude. 

The Society has 21 schools for colored people, containing 4,233 
scholars, and 18 schools for white people, containing 2,000 scholars, 
making a total of 39 schools and 6,233 scholars, all being trained for 
preaching and teaching among their own people. 

The receipts of the Society for the year ending June 1st, 1886, were 
§167,443 00, an increase of nearly $24,000 over the preceding year. 

The Society asks for $250,000 next year, — $150,000 from the Confer- 
ences and $100,000 from private donations. 

The sixteen Southern States contain 425,000 members of our church 
equally divided between the two races. 

The Iowa Conference gave this year $681.55 for this Society, an in- 
crease of- $65.48 over last year. These figures are encouraging, but we 
should do better. The amount raised this year is but 40 per centum of 
the apportionment. 

We take this method of expressing our keen appreciation of the 
generosity of our brother, Samuel Huston, who gave to this Society 
during the past year $9,000, and commend his example to all our 
brethren whom the Lord has blessed with wealth. 

The amount asked from our Conference for next year is $1,600, and 
we pledge ourselves to use our utmost diligence to raise the amounts 
which may be apportioned to our various charges.

M-MARRIAGE RITES BY UNORDAINED MINISTERS. 



REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGE 
BY UNORDAINED PREACHERS IN THE M. E. CHURCH. 

In this age, when the spirit of misrule and lawlessness is so preva- 
alent, when the bonds of marriage are so easily broken by the sanction 
of the civil law, when in our own State the bloody hand of assassination 
18 us ^d to strike down a law abiding and law enforcing minister of our 
own church, it seems to your committee that by no word or action of 
this body, should such a spirit receive the slightest encouragement.

Every Minister of the Gospel receiving his authority from our Church’ 
promises before God and his brethren to keep our rules and not to mend 
them. 



The Constitution of the United States and of the State of Iowa secure 
to each religious denomination the right to confer upon or withhold 
from its ministers certain ceremonial rights or privileges, and it is not 
the intent of any law in this State to interfere with these in any way. 
By the law of our church, which recognizes marriage as a very solemn 
institution, ordained of God in the time of man’s innocency, and its sa- 
credness reaffirmed by His Son, the privilege or right to perform this 
ceremony is not conferred upon her Ministers until they are ordained as 
Deacons! As Ministers we certainly ought to show a spirit of cheerful 
obedience to our Spiritual Mother. The code of Iowa, in designating 
persons who may perform this ceremony, says : “ Ministers of the Gos- 
pel ordained or licensed according to the usage of their denomination.” 
In view of the constitutional provision before referred to, the intent of 
this section is not to override the order of the Church but to supplement 
the same by the authority of the civil law, so that if a church by license 
authorizes her Ministers to solemnize marriage the civil power consents; 
if the right is not conferred by the Church until the Minister is ordained, 
the civil law does not step in and say we will authorize you to do that 
which your church forbids, but in intent says we consent to the usage 
of your Church; and while your Committee think it might be a wise 
provision to authorize unordained Ministers who are in charge as Pas- 
tors to do this work, still we do not find it so written in our laws, and 
submit the following resolution : 

Resolved , That it is the sense of this Conference that unordained Lo- 
cal or Traveling Ministers of the Methodist Episcopal Church are not 
authorized by the usage of the Church to solemnize marriage; and con- 
sequently not proper persons in the eye of the civil law to perforin the 
same, and should abstain from so doing; and w r e request the Presiding 
Elders to so counsel all unordained preachers under their care.

N— MEMOIRS. 



1. MEMOIR OF REV. JOSEPH M’DOWELL. 

Joseph McDowell was born in Westmoreland county, Pa., July 11, 
1797, and died in Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, October 16, 1885, In his 17th year 
he was converted and joined the Methodist Episcopal church. Soon 
after he was licensed to exhort, and then to preach. In 1818 he married 
Esther Nounan, of Waynesburg, Pa., who for more than fifty-five years 
shared with him the toils and triumphs of the ministry. He labored 
faithfully in the capacity of local preacher till 1833, when he was 
admitted on trial in the Ohio Conference, and sent to Delaware circuit. 
In 1834 to Roscoe, 1835 to Somerset. In the fall of the latter year be 
was admitted to full connection and ordained deacon. In 1836 he was 
at Westchester. In the fall of 1837 he was ordained elder and appointed 
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to Germantown, where lie spent two years. In 1839 he was at Franklin; 
1840-41 at Eaton; 1842-43 at Troy; 1844 at Union; 1845 at South Charles- 
ton; 1846 at Vienna; 1847 at Mechanicsburg. In 1848 he was transferred 
to the Rock River Conference and appointed to Canton, 111. In 1849 
transferred to the Iowa Conference and appointed to New" London. Ilis 
appointments in the Iowa Conference were afterwards: 1850, Yellow- 
Springs; 1851, Fairfield station; 1852-53, Mt. Pleasant; 1854, Salem; 1855, 
Muscatine district; 1856-59, Mt. Pleasant district; I860, Rome; 1861-62, 
Glasgow-; 1863, Salem. This latter he resigned during the year on ac- 
count of bodily infirmity. In 1864 he was appointed to Brighton. In 
1865 he w-as granted a superannuated relation. In 1868-69 he was chap- 
lain of the Iow r a State Prison at Ft. Madison. In the earlier years of 
his ministry the revival service w-as his proper element, and he often 
said that the shout of new r -born souls was the sweetest music to his ears. 
Upon the Troy circuit in one year, he received into the Church about 
thirteen hundred souls. He had a great love for young men, and w-as 
always upon the lookout for those whom he thought the Lord had called 
to preach the Gospel, and would very earnestly press upon them their 
duty in this respect. To his mind it’ w-as a great achievement to lead 
one whom the Lord had called into the active ministry, and he watched 
over all such with undying interest, rejoicing in all their successes. To 
his colleagues he was a brother beloved. Rev. J. G. Thompson, his 
junior on Mt, Pleasant circuit in 1853, which then included the town of 
Mt. Pleasant, writes: “ Hd was the most loving and lovable colleague 
with whom I ever labored.” He regarded the calling of a Methodist 
preacher as the noblest on earth, and often said: “I would rather be an 
humble Methodist itinerant than to be President of the United States.” 



He loved the Church with all the strength of his ardent soul, and was 
loyal to her doctrines and Discipline to the last degree. As a preacher, 
Father McDowell w as tender and persuasive, rather than argumenta- 
tive and logical. His appeals were made directly to the heart, and all 
were made to feel that he had an overflowing love for souls. He was 
deeply interested in all the publishing and educational enterprises of 
the Church. He w*as intimately identified first with the Ohio Wes- 
leyan, and after coming to Iowa with Iowa Wesleyan University, 
laboring and contributing as God gave him ability, to place them upon 
solid foundations. It w-as always a matter of great rejoicing when he 
succeeded in bringing young men to enter these institutions as students. 
It w-as an increasing delight to him to be present at the sessions of Con- 
ference in late years, and as each year he responded to his name, all 
voices would be hushed that we might catch every word that w-ould fall 
from his saintly lips, for they were always freighted with sweetness and 
wisdom. He bore constant testimony to the younger members of the 
Conference that in his age and infirmity he was enjoying the brightest 
and sweetest experience of his life, and with these words w-ould encour- 
age them to continue in the work to which God had called them, with- 
out a thought of turning aside. He w-as a father in our Israel, whom 
w-e loved most tenderly. During his lingering illness, his mind w-as 
clear and his soul triumphant. He seemed to have wonderfully clear 
views of the w-orld to come, and was often in transports at the though 
of soon entering into the joy of the Lord. Jqhn Haynes> 



2. MEMOIR OF REV. T. M. KIRKPATRICK. 

Rev. Thomas M. Kirkpatrick w-as born in Morgan county. 111., June 
5, 1813, and died in Butler county, Neb., March 10, 1886. He entered 
the Illinois Conference in 1837, and the Iow a Conference in 1844. He 
removed from Iow-a to Minnesota in 1855, where during the years of the

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Rebellion he suffered great privations, and was exposed to great dangers 
on account of the hostility of the Indians. He removed to Arkansas in 
1871 and returned to Iowa in 1875. He prosecuted the work of the min- 
istry in Minnesota and Arkansas, but whether as supply or member of 
Conference the writer has not the means of knowing. Brother Kirk- 
patrick did regular and faithful service in the Iowa Conference as one 
of the pioneers, when privations were many and comforts few. He was 
a plain, practical and efficient itinerant preacher for many years, and 
until the infirmities of age made it necessary for him to retire. He and 
his aged companion were made the recipients of valuable presents upon 
the occasion of the fiftieth anniversary of their marriage. As this event 
occurred during the session of our Conference at Muscatine, in Septem- 
ber, 1882, it was made publicly before the Conference and many of the 
preachers attested their appreciation and esteem by the presentation of 
gold coin, very acceptable doubtless. Since August, 1884, he had suf- 
fered from paralysis. J. Haynes. 

3. MEMOIR OF MRS. A. B. BUSBY. 

Mrs. Almira Belle Busby was born Aug. 27, 1857, in Indianapolis, 
Ind. She came to Iowa in 1861. She married Rev. I. N. Busby. M. D., 
a member of the Iowa Conference, April 8, 1875. She accompanied her 
husband to his charges at Newton, Ottumwa, Danville and New Lon- 
don. For some years the Doctor has had charges near Brooklyn, the 
home of Sister Busby’s parents. She has suffered from lung trouble for 
about two years, ana for seven months before her death was unable to 
leave her room. She has been known in this community many years, 
as girl and woman, to be a faithful, earnest, cheerful Christian. Her 
death was triumphant. A short time before she left us her Pastor asked 
her how she did, and with her old smile she reached out her hand and 
said: “I am here and thankful and happy.” She died Oct. 1. Her 
funeral was one of the largest ever seen in this community. Besides 
the services at the M. E. Church, the Ladies’ Relief Corps, of which she 
was a member, conducted very beautiful exercises at the grave. Her 
husband and three children survive. R. A. Carnine. 

4. MEMOIR OF MRS. S. B. SWAIN. 

Sarah Belle Swain, wife of Rev. W. A. Swain, of this Conference, 
was the daughter of Rev. D. F. and Mrs. E. E. Swain, who were pio- 
neers in Iowa. She was born near Attica, in Marion county, August 4, 
1849. She was converted in January, 1867, and was married to Rev. W. 
A. Swain February 10, 1867, and after a brief illness departed this life 
at her home in West Liberty, March 3, 1886. Her husband, w r ho had 
been suffering from throat trouble, went to California in December, 1885, 
for his health, but in the latter part of February hastened to his home in 
answer to a telegram, arriving but a day or two before her death. She 
was conscious and was hopeful of her recovery when her husband came 
to her. Sister Swain was a true and loving wife, cheerfully sharing the 
toils, the cares, and the sorrows (they had buried two children) with her 
husband in ministerial life. She was a kind and affectionate mother, a 
neighbor beloved by all, and true and devoted to the church, for which 
she had spent a life* in toil and sacrifice. While she was hopeful as to 
her recovery, she was resigned to the will of her Heavenly Father and 
died in great peace. The attendance of her friends in West Liberty and 
from Downey, where they had served in the ministry, was an exponent 
of the great esteem in which she was held by all who knew her. 
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5. MEMOIR OF MRS. JENNIE ROBINSON ADAMS. 

Mrs. Jennie Robinson Adams was born in Northfield, Des Moines 
County, Iowa, June 8th, 1854. She was the daughter of Wm. F. and 
Margaret A. Robinson. She died in the place of her birth January 
31st, 1884. August 27th, 1878, she was married to Rev. F. W. Adams, 
her uncle, Rev. Stuart Robinson, D. D., of Louisville, Ky., performing 
the marriage ceremony. In her twelfth year she was converted and 
united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

In May, 1883, she was prostrated by a severe sickness, but gaining 
some strength during the summer she was enabled to go with her hus- 
band to his work on the Pleasant Hill Circuit. Remaining three weeks 
she was prostrated again and taken to the home of her parents, where 
for some months her life continued through a long, patient illness. 
During' the most of this time her husband remained upon his work to 
which he had been assigned by his Conference. But during this sep- 
aration her prayers and heart’s devotion were ever for him and with 
him. Specially was this so during the time of his protracted meetings, 
when by her letters she constantly encouraged him by her sympathies 
and prayers. Not till a week before she died — when she felt apprehen- 
sive that her end was approaching — did she send for her husband to 
hasten to what proved to be her dying bed. 

Prefering to live for the sake of her husband and infant daughter 
and the privileges of Christian work, yet she willingly resigned herself 
to the will of her Heavenly Father. Some hours before her death she 
united in prayer with her companion, after which she gave in detail 
the results of her Christian experience — saying finally: “I can say no 
more than this, ‘I know the Lord is my Shepherd.’”" Her mind and 
consciousness were perfect to the last, when she gently fell asleep, 
that led to the rising of her Eternal Day. 

Her life was a constant exemplar of the Christian character. Of a 
lively disposition, she was ever devout and attentive to all her Christian 
duties. Ahvays anxious to be of assistance to her husband in the min- 
istry, she was ever careful to do wdiat she could to help and encourage 
him. Wherever she w r ent she gained the esteem and confidence of 
many friends. Though now r gone, her remembrance is ever fresh in 
the hearts of many loved ones. 

Rev. D. L. Hayw r ard preached her funeral sermon, from the general 
subject: ‘‘The Resurrection.” Alluding to the life of the departed, 
many tokens were instanced of her constant loving obedience to par- 
ents, her even, firm and hopeful Christian faith. Faithful and true in 
life, she became fitted to dwell in mansions above.
